Hold  Up!

Two  robbers  pointed  their  guns  toward  the 
three  tellers  at  the  Glen  Park  branch  of  Contin- 
ental Savings  and  Loan,  2855  Diamond  Street, 
and  got  away  with  all  the  cash  in  the  till -almost. 

It  was  about  two  o'clock  on  November  16, 
a  slow  Friday  afternoon.  Teller  Yvonne  Lembi 
had  already  put  on  her  sweater  and  was  about 
to  leave  when  a  slight  woman  in  her  20s  came 
in  to  inquire  about  a  loan. 

Teller  Lily  Albillar  told  her  to  have  a  seat 
by  the  desk  across  the  room.  The  woman  turned, 
then  swung  around,  leveling  a  gun  at  Albillar 
and  Lisa  Zapf.  the  third  teller.  Seconds  later,  a 
heavy-set  man  wearing  a  knitted  cap  burst 
through  the  door,  forcing  Lembi  behind  the 
counter  with  the  other  two  tellers.  He  threw  a

brown  paper  bag  at  Zapf  and  told  her  to  fill  it 
with  cash. 

"He  was  very  nervous,"  Zapf  recalls.  "The 
woman  seemed  pretty  calm,  but  he  was  shaking." 

Police  officers  arrived  about  two  minutes 
after  the  couple  had  fled  down  Diamond  Street. 

Ten  minutes  later.  Glen  Park  residents 
John  Ahern  and  Mel  DiPietro  walked  into 
the  bank  with  the  bag,  which  still  contained 
three-fourths  of  the  stolen  money.  According 
to  Bank  Manager  Peter  Berest,  a  mechanical- 
security  device  had  forced  the  robbers  to  drop 
the  money  in  a  nearby  alley. 

FBI  officer  Tom  Padden  says  that  Glen 
Park  is  an  attractive  location  to  robbers  because 
of  its  easy  access  to  the  freeway.  The  Bank  of 
America,  which  has  been  in  Glen  Park  since 
1*521 ,  had  become  a  popular  target  for  robberies 
until  about  seven  months  ago.  After  the  bank 
was  robbed  twice  in  one  month  earlier  this  year, 
a  full-time  security  guard  was  hired  to  stand  out- 
side during  banking  hours.  "Since  that  time,"

City  History 

Picture  if  You  Will . . . 

San  Franciscans  Trackside,  1873

It  was  the  "sensation  of  the  week"  and 
captivated  the  minds  of  Californians,  Easterners 
and,  indeed,  most  of  the  sporting  world  for 
weeks  in  advance. 

The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  called  it  "the 
most  important  and  exciting  race  ever  run  in 
America."  Across  the  country  and  the  Atlantic, 
all  attention  turned  to  Ocean  View  Riding  & 


Coursing  Park  in  San  Francisco.  The  date  was 
November  15,  1873. 

THE  GREAT  RACE,  sponsored  by  the 
Pacific  Jockey  Club -attracted  the  best  horses, 
jockeys  and  a  record-breaking  crowd.  The  prize 
purse  was  $20,000  in  gold  coin  for  the  "four- 
mile  and  repeat"  race. 

It  was  like  a  holiday  in  San  Francisco, 
excited  throngs  of  people  crowded  the  streets 
in  anticipation  of  the  five-mile  trek  to  the  race 


track.  Carts  of  every  description  bore  signs 

reading:  "To  the  Races"  as  they  scurried  about 
the  downtown  streets.  For  weeks  in  advance, 
every  conceivable  carriage,  coach  and  wagon 
-everything  with  wheels— had  been  reserved 
for  the  event.  Additional  liveries  from  Sacra- 
mento, San  Jose.  Vallejo  and  Oakland  were 
available  for  those  lucky  enough  to  afford  the 
exorbitant  prices.  Some  hackmen  charged  S40 
a  load  to  the  track,  leaving  their  passengers  to 
find  their  own  way  home.  Special  trains  ran 
from  the  San  Jose  terminal  on  Market  Street 
to  Industrial  School  (now  Balboa  Park),  some 
two  miles  from  the  track,  where  another  bat- 
tery of  transport  coaches  wound  along  the 
dusty  Ocean  House  Road  to  the  track. 

One  man,  sitting  on  his  front  porch  at 
Market  and  Eureka,  watched  the  crowd  pass  his 
house  on  foot  starting  at  6  a.m.  trying  to  secure 
an  advantageous  spot  for  viewing  the  race.  From 
then  until  nearly  half  past  two,  a  steady  stream 
of  "wheels  and  heels"  made  its  way  to  the  out- 
skirts of  the  City.  Nearly  20,000  people  filled 
the  grandstand  and  grounds  along  the  quarter- 
stretch. 

Meanwhile,  those  less  fortunate  thronged 
the  streets  near  Market  and  Montgomery  where 
the  Chronicle's  huge  bulletin  board  would  post

An  Open  Letter  to  the  Mayor 

Dear  Mayor  Feinstein: 

This  is  a  protest!  As  a  taxpayer,  homeowner 
and  landlord,  I  want  to  know  what  you  are 
going  to  do  about  the  abuses  by  the  scavenger 
companies. 

I  am  a  senior  citizen,  and  I  am  away  from 
home  much  of  the  time.  My  tenants  are  business 
people  who  are  rarely  home.  As  a  result,  we 
accumulate  little  garbage.  I  have  tried  to  fill  one 
can  each  week  by  picking  up  around  the  neigh- 
borhood and  using  garden  cuttings,  but  this 
becomes  tiresome,  so  I  have  stopped  doing  it. 
Even  though  I  have  difficulty  filling  one  can  a 
week,  the  scavenger  company  insists  on  charging 
me  for  two  cans,  since  there  are  two  units. 

I  went  to  the  Department  of  Health  to 
obtain  a  rate  sheet.  They  told  me  the  rates  are 
listed  on  the  back  of  the  scavenger  bill.  When  I 
complained  that  the  printing  was  too  small  and 
difficult  to  read,  I  was  told  to^ise  a  magnifying 
glass. 

The  scavenger  companies  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  are  unwilling  to  give  homeowners 
fair  and  courteous  treatment.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  has  only  made  the  situation  worse 
with  the  passage  of  Ordinance  No.  20-72,  in 
the  garbage/refuse  section  of  the  health  code. 
So  I  am  coming  to  you  with  some  questions. 

Why  is  the  homeowner  unable  to  arrange 
with  the  scavenger  company  for  the  service 
needed  and  only  what  is  needed?  Why  are  we 
taxpayers  left  at  the  mercy  of  a  monopoly  with 
no  consideration  for  its  customers?  Why  are  city 
agencies  unwilling  to  serve  the  taxpayers  cour- 
teously? In  the  face  of  the  many  complaints 
about  these  companies  you  have  received,  what 
are  you  going  to  do  about  it? 

If  you  expect  our  votes,  do  something 
about  it  now.

More  Housing  Per  Dollar

The  growth  of  a  city  is  uneven.  Initial 
settlement  spreads  generally  outward,  but  it 
will  always  take  the  path  of  least  resistance. 
Eventually  the  city  runs  into  either  natural  or 
political  boundaries  and  the  expansion  stops. 

The  second  stage  of  development  begins  . 
at  that  point  and  involves  filling  previously 
undeveloped  areas,  and  a  certain  amount  of 
rebuilding.  Sections  of  cities  are  resistant  to 
development  because  the  economics  aren't 
sufficient  to  warrant  private  investment.  That's 
where  federal  funding  comes  into  play. 

San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency 
(SFRA)  has  been  and  remains  the  principal 
conduit  for  federal  urban  renewal  funds. 
Policies  of  the  SFRA  have  made  the  agency 
the  focus  for  a  wide  range  of  criticism,  including 
the  accusation  that  redevelopment  is  causing  the 
"gentrification"  of  the  city.  Gentrification  refers 
to  the  marked  tendency  of  redevelopment  pro- 
jects to  force  minorities  and  poor  people  out  of 
the  city.  For  years  SFRA  had  a  monopoly 
on  redevelopment  and  revitalization,  but  the 
appearance  of  community-based  housing  devel- 
opment corporations  (HCDs)  has  changed  that. 


"People  from  Washington  and 
other  agencies  are  continually 
coming  to  us  for  information 
about  our  program." 


Here,  on  the  landing  between  the  first  and 
second  floor  of  2922  Mission,  is  a  rendering  of- 
a  multi-unit  housing  development  that  won  an 
architectural  award.  The  agency  responsible  for 
it,  the  Mission  Housing  Corporation,  is  one-half 
flight  up. 


Mission  Housing  is  the  oldest  of  the  non- 
profit housing  development  corporations  in  the 
city,  going  back  to  1971.  Director  John  Bourne. 
Jose  Wheelock  and  Olga  de  Ortega  have  been 
with  the  corporation  since  it  was  formed. 
Bourne  and  Wheelock  worked  together  in  the 
Mission  Coalition  which  was  formed  to  bring 
the  Model  Cities  Program  into  the  Mission.  MHC 
grew  out  of  the  Mission  Coalition. 

"As  far  as  housing  development  corpora- 
tions go,"  says  Wheelock,  "we've  been  here  the 
longest  and  we're  the  ones  with  the  most  exper- 
tise. People  from  Washington  and  other  agencies 
are  continually  coming  to  us  for  information 
about  our  program." 

The  housing  development  corporations  are 
competition  for  the  SFRA  not  only  in  revital- 
izing the  city,  but  in  getting  federal  funding. 
Unfortunately,  the  corporations  have  not  been 
able  to  overcome  the  ties  that  Redevelopment 
has  with  the  city  government  and  have  been 
unable  to  get  an  adequate  share  of  the  Federal 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  money 
that  is  the  lifeblood  of  housing  development 
corporations. 

The  CDBC  program  was  targeted  primarily 
for  the  community-based  housing  development 
corporations,  not  for  SFRA,  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspection  (BBI),  or  the  Mayor's  Office 
of  Economic  Development  (MOED)-yet  that's 
where  the  lion's  share  of  the  $26.9  million 
budget  is  going.  Less  than  $2  million  is  budgeted 
for  the  eleven  housing  development  corporations. 

Buck  Bagot  of  the  Bernal  Heights  Commu- 
nity Foundation  was  at  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
Finance  Committee  meeting  when  the  budget 
took  its  final  form  for  1980.  "She  (Mayor 
Feinstein)  has  effectively  gutted  the  neighbor- 
hood-based community  housing  development 
corporations  and  decided  to  go  with  the  top- 
heavy  bureaucratic  city  agencies  like  BBI  and 
SFRA  which  have  failed  in  the  past  to  meet  the 
needs  of  low  and  moderate  income  neighbor- 
hoods. The  Mayor  and  Board  gave  administrative 
money  to  the  HDCs.  but  on  Monday  they  took

the  city-wide  housing  acquisition  pool,  raised 
it  from  $1  million  to  $1,744,000.  and  made  it 
accessible  to  SFRA  and  private  developers.  We 
had  argued  that  $1,000,000  for  the  HDCs 
wouldn't  be  enough.  By  making  the  larger 
amount  accessible  to  SFRA  and  private  devel- 
opers, the  amount  available  to  HDCs  will  be 
effectively  less  than  the  original." 

The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  (HUD)  mandates  that  75%  of 
CDBG  expenditures  must  directly  benefit  low 
income  people.  A  major  portion  of  SFRA,  BBI 
and  MOED  expenditures  does  not  meet  this 
stipulation.  According  to  the  Council  of  Com- 
munity Housing  Organizations,  the  present 
budget  "continues  a  trend  set  in  the  first  CDBLi 
year  of  stressing  the  pet  projects  of  the  down- 
town corporate  interests  and  neighborhood  real 
estate  speculators  (and)  maintaining  the  adminis- 
trative budgets  of  major  City  agencies." 

It's  not  at  all  absurd  to  suggest  that  the 
relatively  small  cost  of  administrative  budgeting 
for  the  HDCs  was  a  cheap  way  of  buying  off 
opposition  to  the  budget  as  a  whole.

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One  advantage  that  Mission  Housing  Devel- 
opment Corporation  has  is  immediately  clear: 
the  normal  chatter  of  a  busy  office  is  in  Spanish, 
and  in  a  largely  Spanish-speaking  district  that's 
crucial. 

MHDC  offers  a  variety  of  services  to  resi- 
dents. In  Wheelock's  words.  "We  do  anything 
that's  related  to  housing."  An  April  1979  infor- 
mation sheet  on  the  MHDC  states  that  the 
agency  has  rehabilitated  352  units,  helped  70 
families  to  become  homeowners,  built  12  new 
family  units.  The  agency  also  built,  owns  and 
manages  two  HUD-236  projects,  which  are 
interest  and  rent  subsidized  to  provide  low- 
income  housing.  Apartmentos  de  la  Esperanza 
is  a  39-unit  complex  for  the  elderly,  and  the 
Betel  Apartments  is  a  50-unit  family  develop- 
ment-the  one  pictured  on  the  landing  in  the 
MHDC  office. 

A  third  challenge  is  that  apparently  more 
than  50%  of  each  agency's  budget  is  slated  for 
administrative  purposes.  That  assumes  that  the 
agencies  produce  what  they  promise  and  past 
performance  makes  that  seem  unlikely. 

"In  1973,"  Wheelock  says,  "we  did  II 
units  of  condo-conversion."  At  the  time  the  idea 
wasn't  too  popular-people  preferred  their  own 
independent  structures  and  there  was  little 
difference  in  price.  "We  were  a  little  ahead  of

the  trend."  A  single  structure  spanning  1141. 
1  143.  and  1  145  Treat  Street  was  purchased, 
subdivided  and  sold.  It  closed  around  1974  at 

an  average  of  $27,000  per  unit. 

Mission  Housing  Corporation's  non-profit 
status  means  that  the  houses  are  acquired,  re- 
paired and  sold  for  exactly  the  costs  incurred 
in  the  process,  which  explains  the  low  sales 
price  of  these  units.  In  addition,  MHDC  helps

applicants  to  determine  what  they  can  afford, 
to  find  a  liveable  house  within  that  range,  and 
to  obtain  down  payments,  mortgages,  and  re- 
habilitation loans. 

A  sum  of  $  I  50,000  sits  in  Crocker  Bank  as 
loan  security.  The  technique  is  called  leveraging, 
and,  simply  stated,  that  money  acts  as  security 
for  an  available  loan  pool  of  SW2  million  at 
below  market  rate  interest.  In  IVi  years  of 
operation  the  Rehabilitation  Program  has  had 
one  default.  The  Home  Ownership  Program  has 
had  none.  An  unusual,  impressive  record. 

Betel  Apartments  is  a  large,  almost  castle- 
like redwood  construction  at  1927  Hampshire. 
Its  50  units  are  "too  many  for  family  housing," 
according  to  Wheelock,  but  the  cost  of  land  and 
construction  was  an  important  consideration. 
Units  consist  of  two,  three,  or  four  bedrooms 
and  rent  for  $211,  $246,  and  $272.  Twenty

percent  of  those  units  are  eligible  for  the  HUD- 
236  rent  assistance  which  pays  the  difference 
between  the  actual  rent  and  an  amount  equal  to 
25%  of  the  tenant's  income. 

Apartmentos  de  la  Esperanza  at  3590  lc>th 
Street  is  39  units  of  elderly  housing.  It  hardly 
solves  the  problem  of  housing  for  the  elderly  in 
the  city,  but  for  39  individuals  or  couples  it's 
an  alternative  to  being  forced  out  of  the  city. 
The  rents  are  very  low:  27  studios  rent  for  $  1  22 
each  and  12  one-bedroom  apartments  rent  for 


$132  each.  In  addition,  water,  heat  and  use  of 
laundry  are  free. 

Other  construction  by  the  MHDC  is  mainly 
infill,  constructing  two-unit  apartments  in 
empty  lots.  The  buildings,  like  the  two  multi- 
unit  constructions,  are  redwood  and  quite 
attractive.  Multi-unit  buildings  in  the  works

include  1  1  units  at  25th  and  South  Van  Ness 
and  63  units  at  Mariposa  and  Potrero.  The  first 
will  include  one  handicap  unit  and  the  second 
will  include  four. 

These  are  the  most  visible  of  MHDC's 
accomplishments,  but  rehabilitations  and  home 
ownerships  that  MHDC  can  take  credit  for  dot 
the  entire  Mission  District. 

The  Community  Housing  Corporations 
have  built  or  secured  a  total  of  1079  units  in 
the  20  months  ending  in  August  of  this  year  at 
an  average  administrative  cost  of  $695  per  unit. 

The  BBI  and  SFRA  plan  to  build  or  rehab 
3280  units  in  1980  at  an  administrative  cost  of 
about  $3125  per  unit.  That  cost  assumes 
that  the  projected  units  will  be  completed,  but 
the  Council  of  Community  Housing  Organiza- 
tions points  out  that  the  SFRA  and  BBI  have 
been  about  50%  effective  in  producing  projected 
units. 

The  MHDC's  operation  is  a  very  personal 
one.  Wheelock  works  much  more  closely  with 
his  clients  than  either  a  bank  or  a  downtown 
agency  could,  and  the  result  is  a  strong  mutual 
respect  between  agency  personnel  and  clientele. 
Wheelock  attributes  MHDC's  incredibly  low 
default  rate  to  the  care  that  the  agency  takes  in 
reviewing  client's  financial  ability  and  to  the 
mutual  respect  that  develops  in  a  small,  non- 
bureaucratic  operation.  Their  methodology  and 
expertise,  which  they  share  readily  with  other 
housing  development  agencies,  have  paid  off. 
"According  to  studies,  we're  producing  more 
housing  per  dollar  than  anyone  in  the  city  "'•

What  Is  it? 


What  is  the  GPA? 

The  Glen  Park  Association  has  been  ap- 
plauded or  cursed-sometimes  a  little  of  each 
-for  just  about  everything  that  has  happened  in 
Glen  Park  during  the  six  years  of  the  association's 
existence.  The  GPA's  record  of  accomplishments 
is  impressive.  Here  are  a  few  examples  of  projects 
the  GPA  has  sponsored  or  participated  in: 

-  installation  of  benches  at  bus  stops 

-  improvements  in  Muni  service 

-  better  traffic  control  (stop  signs,  rumble 
strips,  one-way  street  designations,  street 
grooving  for  better  traction) 

-  preferential  parking 

-  street  trees 

-  play  structures  at  the  playground  and 
school 

-  renovation  of  the  recreation  building, 
and  mural  on  its  back  wall 

-  preservation  of  the  Glen  Park  Branch 
Library 

-  open  space  designation  for  several 
parcels  of  land 

In  addition,  the  GPA  sponsors  Cubscout  Pack  1 14 
and  Boyscout  Troop  114,  as  well  as  the  com- 
munity newspaper,  the  Glen  Park  Perspective. 

The  GPA  is  a  non-profit  organization  of 
Glen  Park  residents.  It  is  governed  by  a  volun- 
teer board  of  directors,  and  has  several  standing 
committees  that  deal  with  continuing  issues  like 
traffic,  zoning  and  airport  noise.  Ad  hoc  com- 
mittees deal  with  specific  short-term  projects.

There  have  been  other  community  organ- 
izations in  Glen  Park  before  the  GPA.  Some 
residents  will  remember  earlier  organizations 
formed  to  prevent  the  conversion  of  O'Shaugh- 
nessy  Boulevard  into  a  freeway,  and  to  prevent 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  from  building 
housing  in  Glen  Park  Canyon.  The  GPA  is  a 
more  general  purpose  organization,  designed 
to  encourage  neighborhood  spirit,  share  in- 
formation of  concern  to  the  community, 
promote  common  interests  and  provide  Glen 
Park  with  a  voice  in  city  political  issues.  It 
acts  as  an  advocate  for  Glen  Park  residents  and 
a  resource  for  people  who  want  to  attack  a 
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problem  but  don't  know  where  to  start. 
Members  of  the  association  are  always  willing 
to  share  their  expertise  in  dealing  with  city 
agencies  with  community  residents.

the  results  of  each  heat.  Results  would  also  be 
telegraphed  to  London  and  Paris. 

It  was  an  unusual  race  by  today's  stan- 
dards-four miles,  and  four  heats,  16  miles  in 
all.  Any  horse  not  winning  one  of  the  first 
three  heats  would  be  disqualified  from  running 
in  the  fourth.  Likewise,  any  horse  falling  more 
than  76  yards  behind  at  the  finish  of  any  heat 
would  be  considered  "distanced"  and  out  of 
the  competition. 

Betting  pools  had  run  heavily  all  week,  in 
both  San  Francisco  and  New  York,  each  locale 
boasting  the  prowess  of  its  favorite  horse.  The 
top  contenders  were  TRUE  BLUE,  a  four- 
year-old  from  Kentucky;  JOE  DANIELS,  a 
four-year-old  from  Michigan;  and  the  irrepres- 
sible eight-year-old  sorrel  THAD  STEVENS 
from  California,  affectionately  dubbed  "OLD 
THAD."  Completing  the  field  were  MAMIE 
HALL,  an  aged  horse  also  from  California,  and 
HUBBARD  from  New  York.  Most  had  met  in 
competition  before. 

TRUE  BLUE  had  triumphed  over 
HUBBARD,  JOE  DANIELS,  and  others  for  the 
Jockey  Club  purse  at  Saratoga  earlier  in  the  year 
and  held  the  record  for  two  miles  with  a  time  of 
2:32-1/2.  He  also  had  won  a  four-mile  and  re- 
peat race  at  Baltimore. 

JOE  DANIELS  had  won  the  Dixie  Stakes 
the  previous  year  over  TRUE  BLUE  and 
HUBBARD  and  had  won  over  TRUE  BLUE  for 
the  Saratoga  Cup.  In  addition,  JOE  DANIELS 
won  the  Nursery  Stakes,  the  Belmont  Stakes  and 
the  Travers  Stakes  in  1872. 

But  just  one  month  earlier,  at  the  Oakland 
Trotting  Park,  THAD  STEVENS  triumphed  over 
JOE  DANIELS  and  set  a  world  record  for  the 
fastest  second  heat  in  a  four-mile  and  repeat 
race  with  a  time  of  7:30. 

At  Lick  House  in  San  Francisco,  center 
for  pool-betting  on  the  race,  an  estimated 
$40,000-550,000  was  bet  the  night  before 
the  race,  bringing  the  aggregate  in  the  Lick 
House  pools  to  nearly  $150,000.  Private  betting 
around  the  city  probably  added  another 
$100,000.  Californians  were  betting  two-to-one 
odds  on  THAD  STEVENS,  while  dispatches 
from  New  York  showed  TRUE  BLUE  the 
favorite  in  the  East.  When  the  pools  reopened 
at  noon  on  the  day  of  the  race,  the  odds  rose 
to  three-to-one,  THAD  STEVENS  over  TRUE 
BLUE. 


This  "Map  of  San  Francisco  from  the  Latest  Surveys"  (1871)  shows  projections  of  growth.  When  the  map  was 
drawn,  two  years  before  the  race,  almost  all  of  the  Sunset  District  was  still  a  huge  expanse  of  dunes  called  the  "Great 
Sand  Bank.  "  The  track  lies  between  what  are  now  Eucalyptus  Drive  and  Sloat  Boulevard. 


Ocean  View  Riding  &  Coursing  Park  was 
located  near  what  is  now  Eucalyptus  Drive  and 
19th  Avenue.  The  Park  had  been  built  in  the 
1860s  by  a  Colonel  Dickey.  It  was  later  sold 
to  Cornelius  Stagg,  proprietor  of  Stagg's  Ocean 
House,  a  favorite  weekend  retreat  for  San 
Francisco's  wealthy  elite,  located  just  west 
of  the  race  track  and  surrounded  by  meticulous 
gardens  of  rare  and  exotic  plants,  shrubbery 
and  trees. 

From  the  track,  one  could  look  westward 
across  sand  dunes  and  watch  the  sparkling  ocean 
as  its  waves  broke  along  the  expansive,  barren 
beachfront.  Pastoral  hillsides  surrounded  the 


track  to  the  south,  east  and  north,  completing 

the  peaceful  panorama. 

But  on  this  beautiful  November  day,  an 
increasing  din  filled  the  air  as  fans  arrived  at 
the  racetrack,  hackmen  shouted  to  their  horses, 
and  friends  boisterously  greeted  each  other. 
Ladies,  dressed  in  their  finest  attire,  lounged 
and  picnicked  near  their  carriages,  leaving  the 
rowdier  grandstands  to  the  men. 

Everyone  was  there.  Governor  Booth, 
ex-Governor  Latham  and  their  wives  joined 
other  notables  in  the  stands.  Messrs.  Ralston, 
Stanford,  Bryant  and  Norton,  as  well  as  many 
senators  and  judges  added  prestige  to  the  event.

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After  nearly  an  hour's  delay,  the  horses 
were  called  to  the  track.  It  was  2:25  p.m.,  and 
the  spectators  anxiously  awaited  their  favorites. 

MAMIE  HALL  came  out  first,  with  her 
jockey,  John  Perfect,  decked  brightly  in  salmon 
and  black.  Next  on  the  field  was  THAD 
STEVENS  whose  appearance  prompted  much 
cheering  and  hat-waving  from  his  fans  who 
confidently  scanned  his  sleek  body,  highlighted 
by  jockey  Charley  Ross  and  his  crimson  jacket. 
JOE  DANIELS  appeared  next,  ridden  by  J. 
Palmer  in  a  maroon  jacket  with  red  stripes. 
Finally,  TRUE  BLUE  made  his  entrance,  ridden 
by  the  renowned  English  jockey.  George  Barbee 
in  a  white  jacket  with  red  dots.  HUBBARD 
did  not  compete,  having  broken  down  in  train- 
ing earlier  in  the  week. 

Excitement  mounted  in  the  stands  as  the 
jockeys  briefly  exercised  their  horses.  The 
crowd  rose  to  its  feet  as  the  horses  were  called 
to  the  post.

Gambling  winnings  are  taxable,  and  the 
racetrack  will  report  both  your  winnings  and  tax 
withheld  to  the  IRS.  Gambling  losses,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  winnings,  are  deductible  as  an  itemized 
deduction,  but  you  must  be  able  to  prove  your 
losses.  So,  whenever  you  go  to  the  track,  make 
sure  you  keep  all  your  losing  wagering  tickets 
until  the  total  exceeds  your  winnings  for  the 
year.  But  don't  save  tickets  with  footprints  on 
them.

Educated  in  the  classical  public  school 
tradition  of  UC  Berkeley  and  UW  Madison, 
Daniel  Cumings  emerged  from  the  tear  gas  of 
the  Sixties  with  an  M.A.  in  economics.

I  won  S3000  a  couple  of  weeks  ago  on 
the  daily  double  at  Bay  Meadows.  When  I  went 
to  collect,  they  made  me  sign  a  form  and  then 
the  track  withheld  twenty  per  cent  of  my  win- 
nings. What  do  I  do  now? 


Q 


My  tax  return  was  audited  last  year,  and 
the  IRS  disallowed  most  of  my  deductions.  I 
now  owe  them  a  lot  of  money.  How  do  I  protect 
myself  in  the  future? 

First,  you  should  be  able  to  prove  the 
deductions  you  claim.  If  you  put  $1000  in  the 
church  poor  box,  God  will  know,  but  the  IRS 
has  low  regard  for  ethereal  evidence.  Acceptable 
documentation  consists  of  items  such  as  can- 
celled checks,  receipts  and  bank  statements. 

Second,  you  should  not  take  really  ques- 
tionable or  outrageous  deductions  that  would 
subject  your  entire  return  to  intense  scrutiny, 
even  if  you  can  substantiate  them.  A  Mr.  Dreicer 
of  the  Canary  Islands  claimed  $26,000  in  ex- 
penses against  income  of  $526  from  writing  and 
lectures.  All  his  deductions  were  disallowed  (the 
Tax  Court  ruled  he  did  not  have  profit-making  in 
mind),  but  he  might  have  avoided  an  audit,  had 
he  claimed  only  $3000  or  $4000  in  deductions. 

When  you  prepare  your  tax  return,  strive 
for  truth,  clarity  and  harmony,  and  your  future 
dealings  with  the  IRS  will  be  fewer  and  more 
pleasurable.  • 


Counseling  Center 
Moves  to  Church

The  California  Institute  of  Asian  Studies 
has  recently  moved  its  Integral  Counseling 
Center  to  1780-1782  Church  Street  at  30th 
The  counseling  center  was  founded  in  1973 
to  provide  a  training  facility  for  students  in 
CIAS's  Integral  Counseling  Psychology  Program 
and  a  service  organization  open  to  the  public. 

Haridas  and  Bina  Chaudhuri,  founders 
of  CIAS,  believed  that  world  peace  could  be 
achieved  through  a  synthesis  of  Eastern  and 
Western  cultures.  Harida  Chaudhuri  was  one 
of  the  foremost  scholars  in  the-  area  of  compara- 
tive and  integrative  East-West  studies  until  his 
death  in  1975.  The  Institute  began  as  an  edu- 
cational branch  of  the  Cultural  Integration 
Fellowship,  but  gained  recognition  as  an  offi- 
cial candidate  for  accreditation  by  the  Western 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  in  1974. 
One  of  the  primary  goals  of  Dr.  Theodore 
Vestal,  its  newly-elected  president,  is  to  achieve 
academic  accreditation  by  spring  of  1980. 

Integral  Counseling  is  directed  toward  a 
comprehensive  or  holistic  view  of  the  person- 
ality. "Each  individual,"  according  to  the 
Institute's  brochure,  "is  a  unique  continuum 
of  body-mind-spirit  and  has  a  multi-dimensional 
character."  The  counseling  reflects  the  Insti- 
tute's aim  to  bridge  gaps  within  the  individual 
by  bridging  gaps  between  cultures— using  ideas 
from  many  cultures  to  arrive  at  a  harmonious 
view  within  the  individual  and  within  a  global 
society.  Achieving  such  a  synthesis  is  difficult.

An  Old  Fashioned  Craft 


by  Sava  Ranisavljevic 

In  our  world  of  computers,  plastic  money 
and  polyester,  many  of  us  dream  about  life  and 
work  in  an  earlier  age.  Dan  Scanned,  a  native 
San  Franciscan,  wishes  he  had  participated  in 
the  construction  of  the  Chartres  Cathedral,

especially  its  magnificent  windows  of  stained 
glass. 

Dan's  interest  in  stained  and  leaded  glass 
began  when  he  was  a  child.  In  church,  he  con- 
fesses, his  eyes  often  wandered  from  the  pulpit 
to  the  intricacies  of  the  glasswork.  After 
graduation  from  the  University  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, he  taught  for  several  years.  Now,  his 
artistry  and  craftmanship  are  most  apparent  in 
his  stained  glass,  although  Dan  is  also  a  calli- 
grapher  and  sculptor. 

As  a  rule,  Dan  draws  an  original  design  on 
paper,  transfers  the  design  onto  pattern  paper, 
and  numbers  each  component.  He  uses  Louis 
Tiffany's  method,  which  takes  into  considera- 
tion the  weight  and  flexibility  of  lead,  and 


utilizes  a  lighter  copper  foil  between  the  seg- 
ments of  cut  glass.  The  solder,  a  mixture  of  lead 
and  tin,  is  applied  and  coated  with  copper 
sulphate.  Dan  prefers  to  accomplish  most  of  the 
work  by  hand.  He  uses  a  mold  to  obtain  the 
desired  shape  for  his  lamps. 

His  work  is  displayed  for  sale  at  Down 
Home  in  the  Serramonte  Shopping  Center.  He 
encourages  commissions  to  create  custom 
stained  glass  designs  for  windows,  doors  and 
lamps.  Several  Tiffany  lamps,  a  miniature  lighted 
Victorian  house,  a  piece  entitled  "Fifth  Position." 
an  untitled  nude  sculpture  with  stained  glass 
wings,  and  other  pieces  will  be  on  display  at  the 
Glen  Park  Branch  Library  from  December  15  to 
January  1  5.«

reports  Bank  Manager  Howard  Hagan,  "we  have 
not  been  robbed  once." 

Berest  also  hopes  that  tighter  security  and 
heightened  public  awareness  will  reduce  the 
number  of  crimes  that  occur  around  the  holiday 
season. 

Officers  believe  that  the  suspects  escaped 
in  a  car  and  may  have  been  responsible  for  a 
Daly  City  bank  robbery  that  same  afternoon. 
They  doubt  that  the  couple  are  local  residents. 

No  witnesses  have  been  found,  but  anyone

80- Year-Old  Woman 
Assaulted  in  Glen  Park

An  80-year-old  Glen  Park  resident  is  re- 
cuperating from  injuries  she  suffered  during  a 
recent  attack  by  teenagers  on  Chenery  Street. 

Mrs.  Gertrude  Hanley  of  Chenery  Street' 
was  beaten  and  robbed  during  her  afternoon 
walk  last  September. 

Approaching  Bosworth  and  Diamond,  she 
became  aware  that  two  youths  were  watching 
her.  Alone  and  vulnerable,  Mrs.  Hanley  per- 
ceived their  stares  as  a  threat  to  her  safety. 

"1  threw  my  purse  at  them,"  Mrs.  Hanley 
said  in  a  telephone  interview  with  the  Per- 
spective. "They  took  five  dollars,  destroyed 
the  purse,  and  threw  it  back  at  me." 

As  she  turned  away,  one  youth  struck  her 
across  the  head  with  an  iron  bar  and  she  fell, 
injuring  her  hip. 

Her  neighbor,  Jim  Grace,  called  an  ambu- 
lance. She  was  rushed  to  San  Francisco  General 
where  she  received  seven  stitches  in  her  head. 

Ironically,  Mrs.  Hanley  had  counseled  teen- 
agers at  San  Francisco  Youth  Guidance  Center 
for  25  years. 

Mrs.  Hanley,  reached  at  the  Pacifica  Con- 
valescent Hospital  where  she  is  recuperating, 
discussed  the  impact  of  that  incident. 

"I  was  born  and  raised  in  San  Francisco, 
and  I've  lived  in  Glen  Park  since  1930.  I've  never 
been  attacked  before,  but  now  I'm  afraid  to 
walk  through  Glen  Park  playground  during  the 
day.'*#
